transact ions, the directors would have 
a chance to make up whatever defects 
there were." 


ACTION VOLUNTARY. 


"Did

"No, sir, they did not.

taken by me was voluntary. 
Several

Mrs 
Hippie wns not aware that her husband

Whether Mr, Hippie carried life 
insurance is not known to the directors 
of .tho company and nil information on 
that subject is refused by the family. 
The receiver reiterated today to many 
anxious inquiries that on a hurried ex- 
amination of books and papers, he feels 
quite certain tlmt all securities and trsut 
funds not belonging directly to the trust 
company itself arc intact. The company 
hod charge of trust funds mid estates 
vahifd at more than $20,000,000 and the 
beneficiaries of many of those 'have been 
clamoring ever since the company closed 
its doors for positive information as to

INJURIES PERMANENT. 


"Tho plaintiff has suffered a permanent 


and all but destructive injury 
to 
his 


business which has been caused by the 
combined acts nnd tho attitude of organ- 
ized labor above mentioned. Arc the in- 
juries so caused such as the,courts fur- 
nish nny remedy for? 


LAW FURNISHES REMEDY. 


"An injury to one's business and trade | 


jury suffered must bo an injury caused 
by the infliction of a legal wrong or-the: 
injured person is remediless. But whon-| 
ever one suffers an injury as a result of aj 
legal wrong inflicted by others, theJajw: 
furnishes a remedy. 
If the concerted 


nets above referred to constituted any 
legal wrong against the plaintiff, then 
t.iie plaintiff is entitled to his remedy ior 
the inflict inn of suoh wrongs 
ngainst 


those who are responsible for it. 


VIOLATION OF STATE LAW. 


''There are, of course, 
legal 
wrongs 


which do not constitute criminal acts; 
but whenever an act in violation of a 
criminal statute is ,-conimiltcd by one 
person against another nnd such other 
suffers injury as a result, such act con- 
stitutes a legal wrong. The acts above 
mentioned are, in my view, plainly in 
violation of section -Htifia Wisconsin slat- 
uios of 1SHS as construed by the supreme 
court. This statute makes any two or 
more persons who .shall combine, assc-ci- 
nte. mutually underta.ke or concert i.o- 
got.her for the purpose of wilfully 
maliciously injuring another in his trade 
or business by any moans whatsoever, 
or for tho purpose of maliciously com- 
pelling another to do or perform nny net 
against his will, guilty of an offense pun- 
i.-hnblo hy ,'inc and imprisonment. 


DONE FOR COMPULSION'S SAKE. • 
"The nets above mentioned were coai- 


miftod for the purpose of compelling,the 
plaintiff to perform an act against his 
will, viz: to sign n contract with tho lo- 
cal bakers' union, nnd n. part, of tho de- 
fendants at least combined and concerted 
tngetlier in tho commission of suoh acts 
for suoh purposes, Tf this was done for 
the purpnso of 'maliciously compelling' 
the plain'cilT In sign the contract it con- 
stitutes a. criminal ofl'euso by such de- 
fendants and therefore a legal wrong 
against the plaintiff. 


• UNDER HEAD OF MALICIOUS 


"Our supreme court hns declared in ef- 


fect that malice us used in this statute, 
means an intent to do a wrongful harm; 
thai a wrongful net done to tho detri- 
ment of another is malicious: Durncr vs. 
Hue.a-on. 110 Wis. 2I>0; that The malice 
of the statute is evidently malice in law, 
not necessarily ill-will or malice in fnct. 
It menus as is commonly said, n, wrong- 
ful net done intentionally without just 
cntiso or excuse.' Durner vs. Huogon, 
110 Wis. 2-19. 


WAS ILLEGAL 


"Was not the net of the defendants 


of one class of labor as. against the other. 
If there had been -any complaint, or 
grounds for. complaint against the plain- 
tiff, that lie was- paying his men irisuffio- 
iont wages, or subjecting them to exces- 
sive labor, -excessive hours or unsanitary- 
conditions, or ' oppressing them in ,ony 
way, itmight perhaps be. contended w.ith 
some show ill reason that there was 'just 
cause or excuse' for the act stated, and 
that therefore the act was not malicious. 
but no claim of cause or excuse on such 
ground is made. 


NO "JUST CAUSE OF EXCUSE." 
"The only cause or excuse suggested 


for the act is that it was done mereiy 
in furtherance of. the cause of organised 
labor, without o-ny ill-will whntever to- 
wards the plaintiff. But this is not, in 
mv opinion, a 'just cause or excuse.' Tho 
same line- of reasoning would justify tho 


] destruction of. tangible property;' the use 


i of personal violence, or any form of in- 


I .timidation to further such object. 


UNLAWFUL FOR THE MANY. 


'•'It is urged in justification that it is 


lawful for a person to bestow or with 
hold his trade where he will, or for him 
to persuade others to bestow or withhold 
their trade where he may wish, without 
reference to the motive actuating him. 
and that it is not unlawful for many to 
combine to do what' any one of them 
may lawfully do alone. Some labor ques- 
tions sMm to have been settled by some 
courts principally, if not entirely, upon 
this ground. But whatever may be the 
rule elsewhere our supreme court has de- 
termined and reiterated in terms .too 
plain to permit of question or quibble, 
that, 'the doctrine that on act which is 
not actionable if done by one is not when 
done by many is not the law of this 
state.' Wherever there exists 'a combi- 
nation of two or more persons for the 
purpose of accomplishing a criminal or 
unlawful object by criminal or unlaw- 
ful means, 'this constitutes a.n actiona- 
ble conspiracy.' Durner vs. Huegen, 110 
'Wis.' 180; Hawardcn vs. Coal Co.,' Ill 
Wis. 545'; Randall vs. Lornstorf, 12G Wis. 
147. Under the 'statute above referred

"The plaintiff being entitled to relief,

CONSTITUTION 
PARAMOUNT. 


"The injunction is the mandate of the 


court, nnd the statute the mandate of 
the legislature, but legislature as.well as 
the court is bound by the constitution. 
If the distribution of one may be inhibit- 
ed- under the constitution by one branch 
of the government, that of the other 
may be by the other branch. The consti- 
tutional provision must be considered 
with Deference to xrhat it wan intended 
to protect and to prevent, and it is un- 
necessary to suggest that it was not 
aimed at such actii as are here under con- 
sideration. 


HAS BEEN ENJOINED BEFORE. 
"H is strenuously urged on the one 


lide that tho posting of the plaintiff's 
name on the 'unfair list" should bs en- 
joined, and on the other that the 'unfair 
list' cannot be reached by injunction. If- 
ns our supreme court has s.]iiorely held, 
acts in furtherance of a criminal con- 
spiracy may be enjoined, why should this 
act not be as well as any one of the acts 
specifically mentioned above? The ..:arry,- 
ing of banners and the sticking of post- 
ers has frequently been enjoined :,n simi- 
lar suits. The distribution of circulars 
bearing a notice to not buy the good.1:

enjoined.

WHAT IS THE DIFFERENCE! 


"Is it materially different whether such 


a notice and statement is printed on a 
circular or inscribed on a banner or post- 
ed on. a wall or written on a blankl'oard 
in a labor hull! And is not the posting 
of the plaintiff's name upon their unfair 
list by tlie Trades and Labor council 
precisely the same i;i substance and ef- 
fect as'it would be should they write 
upon the blackboards containing 
such 


list—'0. B. Schu'lz has been declared un- 
fair—Don't use hi; poods?' Tho name 
is posted for the purpose of giving pre- 
cisely such notice in order that and with 
the intention and expectation that union 
labor will not use his goods. An admon- 
ishment to not buy would add nothing 
to tho information conveyed by such lint- 
ing or to its effectiveness. Anc it does 
not chnngo the situation that the list 
now bears the heading. TV.e do not pa- 
tronize' instead of 'unfair li«t' as former- 
ly. The significance and effect of listing 
under the latter head is precisely the 
same as under the former. 1 think the 
plaintiff is entitled to have the postirg 
of his name enjoined, and nlsu t.lio post- 
ing of the names of his customers as a. 
means or for the purpose of inducing 
them to withdraw patronage from him. 


LIABILITY OP UNIONS. 


"I think the injunction should rim not 


only agninst the defendants individually | 
but a"nin?t the offending labor bodies by i 


to the organizations whose members do 
not patronize those on the 'unfair li»t' 
and discriminate against goods not bear- 
ing the union label and encoumga others 
to do likewise, and indirectly contribute 
dues to and support the caitral body. 
Some of the organizations named 'are 
also not connected with the conspiiacy 
except through their connection through 
the central body and their general policy 
as to union label goods and the 'unfair 
list.' This is not sufficient to entitle the 
plaintiff to any relief against such de- 
fendant* or organizations, but the action 
being in equity no costs will be awarded 
them. 


CAN. HOLD SEPARATE UNIONS. 


"The injunction may go agaimt the 


Racine Trades and" Labor council and 
against each of the several -unions men- 
tioned in the statement of facts as hav- 
ing committed specific boycotting acts 
towards the plaintiff restraining them 
severally by name, their 
officers 
and 


members and their successors in office 
and membership, and 
specifically 
re- 


straining such'of the defendants herein 
as are members of such organizations, 
from doing the several specific acts of 
boycott or any of them for the purpose 
if as a means- of diverting or interfering 
with the plaintiff's customers or trade. 


"Tile plaintiff may also have judgment 


against such of the, defendants individ- 
ually as the evidence shows performed 
any specific acts of boycott towards the 
plaintiff or participated in any authori- 
zation o£ such acts for such damages as 
the plaintiff is proved to have suffered 
as a result of the conspiracy. 


GIVES DAMAGES OF $6,000. 


"The measure of damages is, I think, 


the plaintiff's loss of profits from the 
time of the commencement of the boy- 
cotting acts up to the time of trial to- 
gether with the amount of injury to hi«- 
business and his property cnpaped there- 
in as a. whole, considering its then and 
present selling value. As fairly as I can 
estimate these amounts from the evi- 
dence. $2,500 represents the first and 
$3,500 the second. 


"There was no discussion in the argu- 


ment or bnefs as to whicli ones of the 
individual defendants took 
affirmative 


action in furtherance of the conspiracy. 
The names of such as the proof fhows 
did so arc doubtless familiar to coni»g«l, 
and who are personaUy liable will be de- 
termined upon fettling the formal ftnd* 
ings. 


CHAJfCB FOR DEFENDANTS. 


"The attorneys for the plaintiff may 


prepare and submit to opposing counsel 
a draft of proposed findings of fact and 
conclusions of law to carry 
out thi

expressed. If counsel for the defendants 
object* to any of the findings propose! 
as not carrying out or in accudanc* 
with these views, a hearing can ha ar 
ranged for settlement of disputed mat 
ters.

There roust be sor.ie form of intim- 
idation, but fear of loss of trade is as 
much intimidation as four of personal

MUCH FOR IMPROVEMENTS. 


This is the way the business has been 


increasing. 
The corporation has been 


constructing new lines, installing 
new 


equipment, and bettering its plants all 
the time. It is given tlmt an average of 
$1,700,000 1ms been expended each of the 
pivst seven, years in this way. 


The companies have increased their 


capital stock over $8.000,000 in the seven 
years, until today they have over $'23.• 
000,000 of stocks and bonds outstanding. 
But the increase in capital has not kept 
pace with the construction work that 
has been done. 


PAY BIfi DIVIDENDS. 


]t is claimed that since i90." the enm- 


pnnics have paid large dividends on their 
outstanding stock. The interurba.n com- 
pany has paid 10 per cent on its common 
stock, which is owned by the street rail- 
way company. The latter has averaged 
over Ij per cent on $5)00,000 of common 
lock. 
Again it is given out that big 


sums have been set aside for depreciation 
and replacement. In the last three years 
these two items absorbed over $530,000 
annually of the receipts of the street 
railway company, while 
the 
traction 


company set .aside over $35,000 annually 
for these purposes.
